It could not have its way because it ignor­ 
ed economic fact, and economic forces are 
always in the long run stronger than poli­ 
tical forces. Politics has done an immense 
amount of damage, it is true; but little by 
little it is yielding, gradually it is collapsing 
before the irresistible pressure of econimic 
fact.

This proposal seems assured of substan­ 
tial support, in view of the fact that the 
mah jongg sets imported to America from 
Shanghai jumped from 131,412 in 1922 to 
1,505,080 in 1923, according to the consul 
general’s figures. 
But perhaps there is a 
more imperative need for a committee on 
propaganda to determine 
what 
sinister 
means were employed to disseminate so 
widely in the United States a game that al­ 
ready has wrought such havoc in China. 
Does this come under the phrview of the 
senate committee now laboriously engag­ 
ed? 
The missionary

jongg is getting such a hold on us, and no 
one knows what yellow peril we may have 
brought within our gates. If a plan to pro­ 
mote peace must'be investigated, why not 
investigate a plan to promote mah jongg 
which has the opposite effect?

So whether you are eating or drink­ 
ing or doing anything else, do it all 
to the honor cf C 
You must not 
bo hindrances to Jews or Greeks 
or to the church of God either, just 
as I for my part try to please every­ 
one in all I do, not aiming at my 
own advantage, but at that of peo­ 
ple generally. In order that they may 
be saved. 
You must follow my ex­ 
ample in this, as I 
am 
following 
Christ’s. 
I appreciate you always re mom 
be ring me, and your standing by the 
things I passed on to you, just as you 
received them. 
But I want you to 
understand that Christ Is the head 
of every man, while a woman’s head 
is her husband, and 
Christ’s 
head 
in God. Any man who offers prayer 
or explains the will of God with any­ 
thing on his head disgraces his head 
and any woman who offers prayer 
or explains the will of God barehead­ 
ed disgraces her head, for it is just 
as though she had her head shaved. 
For if a woman will not wear a veil 
let her cut off her hair too. But if 
it is & disgrace for a woman to have 
her hair cut off or her head shaved, 
let her wear a veil. For a man ought 
not to wear anything on his head, for 
he is the image of God and reflects 
his glory; while woman is the reflec­ 
tion of man’s glory. 
For man was 
not made from woman, but woman 
from man, and man was not created 
for woman, but woman was for man. 
That is why sheought to wear on her 
head something 
to symbolize 
her 
subjection out of 
respect 
to 
the 
angels if to nobody else. But in union 
with theLord, woman is not indepen­ 
dent of man nor man of woman. For 
just as woman was made from man, 
man is born of woman, and both like 
everything else really come from 
God. Judge for yourself. 
Is it pro­ 
per for a w’oman to offer prayer to 
God with nothing on her head? Does 
not nature Itself teach you that for 
a man to wear his hair long Is de­ 
grading, but a woman’s long hair is 
her pride? For hair is given her as 
a covering. 
But if anyone is dis­ 
posed to be contentious about it, I 
for my part recognize no other prac­ 
tice in worship than this, and neither 
do the churches of God. 
But while I am on this subject, I 
cannot approve of your meetings, be­ 
cause they are doing you more harm 
than good. 
For, in the first place, 
when you meet as a congregation. I 
h.ear that you divide into seU, and 
in a measure I believe it. Doubtless 
there must be parties among you, if 
those who are right are recognized 
among you. So when you hold your 
meetings it is not the Lord’s Supper 
that you eat, for each of you hurries 
to get his own supper and eat it, 
and one goes hungry while another 
gets drunk. 
Have you no houses to 
eat and drink in? Or do you mean 
to show your 
contempt 
for 
the 
church of God, and 
to 
humiliate 
those who have none? W hat can I 
say to you? Can I approve of you? 
Not in this m atter certainly. 
For 
I myself received from the Lord the 
account that I passed on to you, that 
the Lord Jesus the night he was be­ 
trayed took some bread and gave 
thanks for it and then broke it in 
pieces, saying, “This 
is 
my 
body 
which takes your place. Do this in 
memory 
of 
me.” 
He 
took 
the 
cup, 
after 
supper, 
in 
the 
same 
way, 
saying. 
“This 
cup 
is the new agreement ratified 
by 
my blood. 
Whenever you drink it, 
do so in memory of me.** For until 
the Lord comes back, every time you 
eat this bread and drink from the 
cup, you proclaim his death. Hence 
anyone who eats the bread or drinks 
from the Lord’s cup in a way that is 
unworthy of it will be guilty of pro­ 
faning the body and the blood of the 
Lord. A man should examine himself 
and only when he has done so should 
he eat any of the bread or drink 
from the cup. For anyone who eats 
and drinks, eats and drinks a judg­ 
ment upon himself if he does not 
recognize the body. 
This is why 
many of you are sick and ill and a 


number have fallen asleep. 
But if 
we recognized our 
condition, 
we 
would not incur this judgment. 
But 
since we do incur it, we are discip 
lined by the Lord, so that we may 
not be condemned along 
with the 
world. 
So, my brothers, when you 
comes together to eat wait for one an 
other. If anyone is hungry, let him 
eat at home, so that your meetings 
may not bring down a judgment up­ 
on you. The detail 1 wdll settle when 
I come. 
About spiritual gifts, brothers. I 
do not want you to be misinformed. 
You know that when you were heath­ 
en you would stray off, as impluse 
directed, to idols 
that 
could 
not 
speak. 
Therefore, I must tell you 
that no one who is speaking under 
the influence of the Spirit of 
God 
ever. “Curse Jesus!” and on one 
can say, “Jesus is Lord*” without be­ 
ing under the influence of the holy 
Spirit. 
Endowments vary, but the Spirit is 
the same, and forms of service vary, 
but It is the same Lord who Is ser­ 
ved, and activities vary, but God who 
produces them all in us all is 
the 
same. Each one is given hfs spirit­ 
ual illumination for the common 
good. One man receives through the 
Spirit the power to speak wisely, an­ 
other, by the same Spirit, receives 
the power to express knowIed$e, an­ 
other, from his union with the .same 
Spirit receives faith, another, by one 
and the same Spirit, the ability to 
cure the sick, another, the working 
of wonders, another, inspiration In 
preaching, the power of distinguish­ 
ing the true Spirit from false ones, 
another, various ecstatic rittqranees 
and another, the ability to explain 
them. 
These are all produced by pne and 
the same Spirit, and apportioned to 
each of us just as the Spirit chooses. 
For just as the body is one and yet 
has many parts, and all the parts of 
the body, many as they are, form one 
body, so it is with Christ. 
For we 
have ail-—Jews or Greeks, sjaves or 
free men—been 
baptized 
in 
one 
spirit to form one body, and we hare 
all been saturated with one Spirit For 
the body does not consist of one 
part but of many. If the foot says, 
"As I am not a hand, I am not a 
part of the body,” that docs not 
make it any less a part of the body. 
And if the ear says, “As I am-not an 
eye I am not a part of the body” 
that does not make it any less a part 
of the body. 
If jül the body were 
eye, how would w:e hear? If i t were 
all ear, how could we have a sense 
of smell? As it is, God has arranged 
the parts, every one of them in the 
body as he wished them to be. 
If 
they were all one part, where would 
the body be? As 
it is, 
there 
are 
many parts, but one body. The eye 
cannot say to the hand, “I do not 
need you,” or the head to the feet, 
“I do not need you.” 
On the con­ 
trary, the parts of the body that are 
considered most delicate are indis­ 
pensable, and the parts of it that we 
think common, we dress with esce- 
cial care, and 
our 
unpresentable 
parts 
receive 
especial 
attention 
which our presentable parts do no? 
need. God has so adjusted the body 
and given such especial distinction 
to Its inferior parts that there is no 
clash in the body, but its parts all 
alike care for one another.fY f one 
part suffer, all the parts share Its 
sufferings. If a part has honor done 
it, all the parts enjoy it too. 
Now 
you are Christ’s hotly, and indivi­ 
dually parts of it. 
And God has 
placed people in the church, first as 
apostles, second as inspired preach­ 
ers, third as teachers, then wonder­ 
workers; then come ability to cure 
the sick, 
helpfulness, 
administra­ 
tion, ecstatic speaking. Is every one 
an apostle? Is everyon an Inspired 
p reas her? Is everyone a teacher? Is 
everyone a wonder-worker? Is every­ 
one r Me to cure the si k? Can every­ 
one speak ecstatically? Can every- 
ora explain what it means? But you 
must cultivate the higher endow*- 
ments.

ESIGNERS and builders of aero- 
propeller-driven craft, such as 
sleds and boats, are often handicapped 
by the lack of a suitable but cheap 
method of installing the propeller 
shaft. If advantage is taken of stan­ 
dard automobile parts, however, a very 
neat and close-coapled arrangement, 
which will give good service and 
operate efficiently, can be made at a 
minimum of cost and labor. 
Front and rear-wheel hubs from a 
light car are used to form the main 
parts of the installation, together with 
a special shaft and a couple of 
sprockets. The shaft design is a com­ 
bination of that of a front-axle spindle 
and the outer end of a rear-axle 


The front wheel hub, minus the 
outer flange, is then slipped on, the 
ball cones adjusted so as to allow the 
shaft to run freely without any shake, 
and the locknut tightened and fasten- 
en with a cotter pin. The regular hub

spindle or shaft. 
Between the two 
parts is a pad or shoulder for the seat 
of the driven sprocket. 
The shaft must be carefully and 
accurately turned from a solid piece of 
good machinery steel; the rear end is 
turned and threaded to the same di­ 
mensions as the front-wheel spindle 
of the car from which the hub is taken, 
and the seats for the ball races must 
be held very carefully to size. The 
front end is turned fo fit the rear-w’nerl 
hub, threaded for the nut, and key- 
F^atf'd. The sen’ for the sprocket may 
then be turned, kevseated, and the 
thread for the lccknut cut. 


cap is used, filled with good grease, 
just as in the car. 
The hub that carries the propeller 
is a rear-wheel hub, as stated above, 
and it is fitted with a second flange, 
made out of another hub, which is 
machined away until a flange is left 
that will pass over the turned portion 
of the hub proper. 
The propeller hub is drawn up on 
the tapered portion of the shaft, as in 
the car, and locked by means of a 
nut, washer, and cotter pin. The pro­ 
peller is clamped between the flanges 
by six through bolts of %-in. diameter, 
the sliding flange allowing for a wide 


variation in the thickness of propeller 
hubs. A hub cap is screwed on the 
forward side of the hub, to present a 
neat finished appearance. 
The key that holds the sprocket 
should be large and set deeply, as it 
carries all the motor torque. 
Two heavy wooden uprights, meet­ 
ing at the top to form an inverted vee, 
are bolted to the sills of the frame, and 
straddle the body of the front-wheel 
hub as shown. Four %-in. bolts hold 
the tops cf the uprights firmly to the 
hub. 
Angular braces, made of 2-in. 
pipe, are also fitted, the ends being 
flattened and drilled for the bolts. The 
propeller should be balanced before 
installation, to insure vibrationless 
running. The hub cap should be filled 
with good grease, to insure perfect 
lubrication, and refilled at frequent 
intervals.
